Einstein

19 05 brought forth a sta rtling formula. 
W ith the form ula, he demonstrated 
tha t m a tter—S9 lid m a teria l that you 
can hold in your hand, lift, m easure, 
v.'eigh or break into bits—could be 
tra nsformed 
into 
energ y.

sm a ll 
a m ount of m atter could produce an 
enorm ous amount of energ y. The m a g ­ 
nitude of the energ y wa s in the ratio 
of J he w eig ht of m a terial in grams 
tim es the square of the speed of lig ht, 
30,000,000,000 centim eters per second, 
or 186,000 m iles a second. 


(2) Exploring more deeply into the 
ca use 
of 
ra dioa ctivity, 
Sir 
W illia m 


Ramsey, Sir Ernest Rutherford, Fred­ 
erick Soddy and T. R. Royds, British 
scientists, discovered that the radiation 
consisted of alpha and beta particles 
and gamma rays. Alpha particles were 
atoms of the gas helium charged with 
positive electricity. Beta particle.s were 
hig h speed electrons or particles of 
neg a tive electricity. Gamma rays were 
a form of invisible lig ht like X-rays 
that could 
tra vel 
through 
a 
heavy 
sheet of lead. The helium atoms were 
stopped by a thin sheet of aluminum 
foil, w hile the electrons went through 
a sheet of a luminum but v/ere stopped 
by the lead. 


(3) Scientists started to draw a pic­ 
ture of the atom. When they explored 


inside the atom, all solid m aterial va n­ 
ished. 
Atoms of copper, iron, carbon, 
and the other chem ical elem ents were 
not solid chunks of m aterial at all, but 
different 
combinations 
of 
electrical 
cha rg es existing in em pty space. 
Sir 
Ernest Rutherford made the first pic­ 
ture of the atom. 
It v/as som ething 
like our solar system , with the sun as 
the heart or nucleus of the atom with 
Its chargc of positive electricity, and 
the planets around it as the electrons. 


(4) Gradually over tlie years a more 
com plete picture of the atom was de­ 
veloped. 
Ttie sim plest atom is that of 
hydrogen gas, the lig htest of the known 
chem ica l elem ents. 
Its nucleus is a 
sing le groton, or positive charge of 


electricity. One electron tra vels around 
it. 
The two are held tog ether by m u­ 
tual attraction. 
N ext in order of sim ­ 
plicity is the atom of helium , the non- 
inflammable g as used in dirig ibles. Its 
heart consists of two protons and tw o 
neutrons. Two electrons tra vel around 
the nucleus, as shown in the diag ram s 
above. A neutron is a neutral pa rticle 
without electric charge. 
The m ore 
com plex atoms, such as those of lea d, 
radium and uranium, ha ve m any neu­ 
trons and protons in their hearts. Dr. 
Neils Bohr, a student of Rutherford’s, 
had much to do with the developm ent 
of atomic theory.

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THE TRUMAN APPROACH 
The pro gram fo r peacetime pro sperity which Presi­ 
dent Truman presented to Co ngress co uld scarcely be 
called ato mic. 
Yet it was a bit o f a bo mbshell which 
to uched o ff so me immediate ex plo sio ns. 
Its effect will 
surely be felt in new way s and in new places fo r mo nths 
to co me. And the ex tent to which it is fo llo wed, altered 
o r abando ned by Co ngress will hav e a decisiv e effect 
upo n o ur histo ry . 
The pro gram is scarcely an air-tight, co pper-riv eted 
plan, charting undev iating and unco ntradicto ry co urses 
to ward a multitude o f go als. 
Thus it can’t salely be 
- hailed o r cussed lin its entirety . No r is there space to 
giv e detailed co nsideratio n to all its po ints. So perhaps 
it may be eno ugh fo r the mo ment to co mment upo n its 
to ne and emphasis. 
This was Mr. Truman's first peacetime message to 
Co ngress. 
It included a co ntinuatio n and ev en ex ten­ 
sio n o f so me lo ng-cherished New Deal po licies. But the 
, presentatio n was no t o ne that wo uld hav e been used by 
the late President Ro o sev elt, autho r o f the New Deal. 
Mr. Truman’s to ne was cheerful and co nfident. 
It 
sho wed a nice balance o f mo desty and autho rity . The 
President addressed Co ngress as a partner and an equal. 
It is no t unlikely that so me o f Co ngress’ mo st v ig­ 
o ro us anti-New Dealers were deceiv ed o n first hearing 
by the President’s mild and amenable presentatio n o f 
his pro gram. 
It might hav e required a mo re detailed 
study to co nv ince them that their ho pes fo r Mr. Tru­ 
man’s do mestic co nserv atism were abv io usly v ain. 
Ta k e , for ex ample, his request fo r passage o f the 
full emplo y ment bill. He minimized the ro le o f go v ern­ 
ment and go v ernment spending, the measure’s co re o f 
co ntro v ersy . 
He emphasized go v ernment’s “ ultimate” 
-, duty to use its reso urces if o ther means fail to prev ent 
^‘pro lo nged” unemplo y ment. 
“ Full emplo y ment,” said Mr. Truman, “ means full 
o ppo rtunity fo r all under the American eco no mic sy stem 
—no thing mo re and no thing less . . . It do es no t mean 
made wo rk, o r making peo ple wo rk . . . Full emplo y ­ 
ment means o ppo rtunity to reduce the ratio o f public 
spending to priv ate inv estment witho ut sacrificing es­ 
sential serv ices.” 
< 
Pro bably so me o ppo nents o f the Murray -Wagner 
Full Emplo y ment Bill felt a little mo re kindly to ward it 
after reading Mr. Truman’s interpretatio n. 
No ne o f this co mment is intended to accuse Mr. Tru­ 
man o f hy po crisy o r deceptio n. 
His reco rd thus far 
( sho ws that he has a way o f say ing what he means. 
It is ev ident that, tho ugh he rightly reco gnizes his po wer 
k and respo nsibility , he do es no t regard himself as the 
final autho rity . 
His nature seems to welco me the 
achiev ement o f o bjectiv es by co mpro mise and friendly 
co -o peratio n. That is a trait fo r which the co untry may 
hav e reaso n to be grateful in the future.

A MEDAL FOR MR. HOPKINS 
A lo t o f peo ple in this co untry do n’t like Harry Ho p­ 
kins. A lo t mo re do n’t kno w precisely what his ro le in 
go v ernment has been during the past decade. 
But we 
imagine there are few who wo uld begrudge him his 
recent ho no r. 
Mr. Ho pkins has been awarded the Distinguished 
Serv ice Medal fo r “ serv ices o f o utstanding v alue to the 
United States o f America fro m December, 1 94 1 , to July , 
1 94 5. 
He was lo ng the co nfidant, adv iser and go - 
between fo r President Ro o sev elt in relatio ns with to p 
o fficials in Washingto n and the heads o f fo reign go v ­ 
ernments. 
He helped disburse the fruits o f American war pro ­ 
ductio n as chairman o f the Munitio ns Assignment 
Bo ard, and engineered so me presumably delicate nego ­ 
tiatio ns as head o f the President’s So v iet Pro to co l Co m­ 
mittee. 
After Mr. Ro o sev elt’s death he put himself at Pren?- 
dent Truman’s dispo sal, went to Mo sco w and, it seems 
safe to say , helped break so me o f the dams o f Russian 
o ppo sitio n which fo r a time threatened to wreck the 
San Francisco Co nference. 
Thro ugh mo st o f these activ ities Mr. Ho pkins was a 
v ery sick man. He wasn’t a rich man and he receiv ed 
a relativ ely mo dest salary . He might hav e retired fro m 
his semi-public life wrhich bro ught, him ^ great deal o f 
public censure. But he stuck to the jo bs assigned him 
by two presidents. 
And the first public reco gnitio n o f 
his serv ice to the natio n is undo ubtedly deserv ed.

The Rev. Beecher M. Ru tledge, 
rector of T rinity Memorial Epis­ 
copal chu rch here, is highly de­ 
lighted with the response of his 
chu rch m em bers to the appeal of 
the national chu rch organization 
to stu dy the variou s mission fields 
in preparation for the raising of a 
su m of $5,000,000 or more for re­ 
constru ction and advance needs 
and opportu nities growing ou t of 
the war. 
Each m onth Episcopal chu rch 
people have been asked to stu dy 
a different pa rt of their chu rch’s 
world work. 
Already the Philip­ 
pine Islands and China have been 
stu died. For Septem ber the stu dy 
is to be of the rem arkable work 
of the Am erican Chu rch Institu te 
for Negroes, 
sponsored 
by 
the 
Episcopal chu rch. 
The institu te 
is made u p of nine schools in the 
sou thern states. 
Five are high 
schools w ith agricu ltu ral, indu s­ 
trial, and norm al training, some 
w ith ju nior college grades; one is 
a college, fu lly accredited; one is 
a theological sem inary for 
the 
training of Negro clergymen; and 
there is a College Stu dent Center 
a t F ort Valley State College, F ort 
Valley, Ga. 
Inform ation 
received 
by 
Mr. 
Ru tledge from his chu rch head­ 
qu arters indicates tha t the stu dy 
plan started well in May, grew 
rapidly in Ju ne. 
There was a va­ 
cation period in Ju ly and Au gu st, 
and now there is every indication 
tha t the stu dy, on a really inten­ 
sive basis, is practically u piver- 
sal, w ith the Septem ber schedu le, 
so tha t the vast m ajority of Epis­ 
copal chu rch people—over two m il­ 
lion 
of 
them —are engaged in 
learning abou t their chu rch’s pro­ 


gram of work in edu cation, social 
relations, heáling, and evangelism 
in all parts of the world. 
Episcopal chu rch officials claim 
tha t when ' his stu dy is completed, 
chu rch people will be “better edu ­ 
cated in the bu siness of their own 
chu rch than they have ever been 
before," and they believe tha t w ith 
knowledge will come appreciation 
of the trem endou s opportu nities 
confronting C hristian people in all 
parts of the world, both now, and 
following the coming of peace.

No. b: Paving the Way for the Atomic Bomb

(I) Studying the apparently constant 
source of energy given off by radio­ 
active 
elements, 
Albert 
Einstein 
in 
1905 brought forth a startling formula. 
W ith the 
form ula, he demonstrated 
that mutter-—splid material that you 
can hold in your hand, lift, measure, 
weigh or break into bits—could be 
transformed 
into 
energy. 
A 
small 
amount of matter could produce an 
enormous amount of energy. The m ag­ 
nitude of the energy was in tile ratio 
of the weight of material in grams 
times tho square of the speed of light, 
30,000,000,000 centimeters per second, 
or 186,000 miles a second. 


(2) Exploring more deeply into tho 
cause 
of 
radioactivity, 
Sir 
William 


Ramsey, Sir Ernest Rutherford. Fred­ 
erick Soddy and T. R. Royds, British 
scientists, discovered that the radiation 
consisted of alpha and beta particles 
and gamma rays. Alpha particles were 
atoms of the gas helium charged with 
positive electricity. Beta particles were 
high speed electrons or particles et 
negative electricity. Gamma rays were 
a form of invisible light like X-rays 
that could travel through a heavy 
sheet of lead. The helium atoms were 
stopped by a thin sheet of aluminum 
foil, while the electrons went through 
a sheet of aluminum but were stopped 
by the lead. 
(3) Scientists started to draw a pic­ 
ture of the atom. W hen they explored

Sir 
Ernest Rutherford made the first pic­ 
ture of the atom. 
It was something 
like our solai system, with the sun as 
the heart or nucleus of the atom with 
its charge of positive electricity, and 
the planets around it as the electrons. 


(4) G radually ovei Uie years a more 
com plete picture of the atom was d e­ 
veloped. 
Tile sim plest atom is that of 
hydrogen gas, the lightest of thc known 
chemical elements. 
Its nucleus is a 
single Croton, or positive charge of 


electricity. One electron travels around 
it. Tho two are held together by mu­ 
tual attraction. 
Next in order of sim ­ 
plicity is the atom of helium, the non­ 
inflammable gas used in dirigibles. Its 
heart consists of two protons and two 
neutrons. Two electrons travel around 
the nucleus, as showm in the diagrams 
above. A neutron is a neutral particle 
without electric charge. 
The more 
complex atoms, such as those of lead, 
radium and uranium, have many neu­ 
trons and protons in their hearts. Dr, 
Neds Bohr, a student of Rutherford’s, 
had much to do with the development 
of atomic theory.

T H E T R U M A N A P P R O A C H 
The program for peacetime prosperity which I’resi­ 
dent Truman presented to Congress could scarcely be 
called atomic. 
Yet it was a bit of a bombshell which 
touched off some immediate explosions. 
Its efiect will 
surely be felt in new ways and in new places lot months 
to come. And the extent to which it is followed, altered 
or abandoned by Congress will have a decisive effect 
upon our history. 
The program is scarcely an air-tight, copper-riveted 
plan, charting undeviating and uncontradictory courses 
toward a multitude of goals. 
Thus it can’t safely be 
- hailed or cussed iin its entirety. Nor is there space to 
give detailed consideration to all its points. 
So perhaps 
it may be enough for the moment to comment upon its 
tone and emphasis. 
This was Mr. Truman’s first peacetime message to 
Congress. 
It included a continuation and even exten­ 
sion of some long-cherished New Deal policies. But the 
. presentation was not one that would have been used by 
the late President Roosevelt, author of the New Beal. 
Mr. Truman’s tone was cheerful and confident. 
It 
showed a nice balance of modesty and authority. 
The 
President addressed Congress as a partner and an equal. 
It is not unlikely that some of Congress’ most vig­ 
orous anti-New Dealers were deceived on first heanng 
by the President’s mild and amenable presentation of 
his program. 
It mjght have required a more detailed 
study to convince them that their hopes tor Mr. Tru­ 
man’s domestic conservatism were abviously vain. 
Take, for example, his request for passage of the 
full employment bill. 
He minimized the role of govern­ 
ment and government spending, the measure’s core of 
controversy. 
He emphasized government’s 
ultimate” 
. duty to use its resources if other means fail to prevent 
^‘prolonged” unemployment. 
“Full employment,” said Mr. Truman, “means full 
opportunity for all under the American economic system 
—nothing more and nothing less . . . It does not mean 
made work, or making people work . . . Full employ­ 
ment means opportunity to reduce the ratio of public 
spending to private investment without sacrificing es­ 
sential services.” 
Probably some opponents of the Murray-Wagner 
Full Employment Bill felt a little more kindly toward it 
after reading Mr. Truman’s interpretation. 
None of this comment is intended to accuse Mr. Tru­ 
man of hypocrisy or deception. 
His record thus far 
. 
show's that he has a way of saying what he means. 
It is evident that, though h4 rightly recognizes his power 
j 
and responsibility, he does not regard himself as the 
final 
authority. 
His nature seems to welcome 
the 
achievement of objectives by compromise and friendly 
co-operation. That is a trait for which the country may 
have reason to be grateful in the future. 


A MEDAL FOR MR. HOPKINS 
A lot of people in this country don’t like Harry Hop­ 
kins. 
A lot more don’t know precisely what his role in 
government has been during the past decade. 
But we 
imagine there are few who would begrudge him his 
recent honor. 
Mr. Hopkins has been awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal for “services of outstanding value to the 
United States of America from December, 1941, to July, 
1945.’ 
He was long the confidant, adviser and go­ 
between for President Roosevelt in relations with top 
officials in Washington and the heads of foreign gov­ 
ernments. 
He helped disburse the fruits of American war pro­ 
duction as chairman of the Munitions Assignment 
Board, and engineered some presumably delicate nego­ 
tiations as head of the President’s Soviet Protocol Com­ 
mittee. 
After Mr. Roosevelt’s death he put himself at Presi­ 
dent Truman’s disposal, went to Moscow and, it seems 
safe to say, helped break some of the dams of Russian 
opposition which for a time threatened to wreck the 
San Francisco Conference. 
Through most of these activities Mr. Hopkins was a 
very sick man. 
He wasn’t a rich man and he received 
a relatively modest salary. He might have retired from 
his semi-public life which brought him *t gr«iat deal of 
public censure. 
But he stuck to the jobs assigned him 
by two presidents. 
And the first public recognition of 
his service to the nation is undoubtedly deserved.

“This is the way it used to be,” we thought as the 
starter whirred and the motor grudgingly caught hold. 
“This is the way it used to be before gas rationing, 
before the war. Three and a half yqars ago . . . forty- 
four months ago . . . a little chunk of a lifetime.

Just a ragtag of

Mercer is behind us now, rem ote-seem ing as always, 
a dream town in red brick on top of its hill. 
Here is Sharon. 
N ot an ingratiating city, but once the resi­ 
dence of other French River companions, the W hitlas. 
The son, 
“Billy” W hitla, w as the central figure in a once-fam ous kidnap­ 
ing case. 
I can remember, as a little boy of eight, staring at 
the headlines, at the picture of a towheaded boy of eight in a 
gray sweater. 
(I had a gray sw eater, too; I wras towheaded; 
and I w as also called “Billy.” 
It all seem ed a remarkable coin­ 
cidence.) 
Sharon, Pa., suddenly center of world attention. 
“Son of Prom inent A ttorney Kidnaped . . . Police in Nationwide 
Hunt for Billy W hitla . . . Billy W hitla Found in Hollenden 
Hotel, Cleveland . . . Kidnapers Confess . . .” 
Strange to have 
identified m yself as a child with Billy W hitla. 
Strange to have 
known him as a young man fifteen years later. 
Strange, now, 
to realize he has been dead for years. 
Only his m other and sister 
remain of the original W hitlas; and they no longer live in 
Sharon, we have heard. 
The hills tread lightly, and more lightly. 
“This is Ohio now, 
Andy.” 
Y oungstown—let’s get out of here quick! 
Yes, this is 
Ohio; flat, rich. 
The hills are gone, and the darkness of the 
evergreen. 
The clear rivers and stream s are gone. 
The rough­ 
ness, the coolness, the wildness of Pennsylvania are gone. 
To 
right and left, ahead and behind, the cornfields stretch in lim it­ 
less perspective. 
This is the Land of Corn; corn eight, nine, ten 
feet tall. 
This is Ohio, bland, fertile, faintly m isty in the late- 
July heat. 
No. 
I’m afraid the word “heat” squirmed through the Per­ 
colator with a literary slipperiness. 
M atter of fact, it is chilly 
still. 
Our car windows are alm ost closed as we slip along, enjoy­ 
ing mild Ohio and our Percolations. 
(“Think of having all the 
gasoline you want; of being able to drive along w ithout a m ental 
eye on the gas tank and a periodic tw inge in the conscience. 
The 
war’s over— can’t you rem em ber?” ) 
Patterns of thought go on, 
even when the circum stances that created them have vanished. 
Barberton, now, a suburb of Akron. 
Quick-out! 
More than 
two hundred m iles have flowed under our respectful tires. 
(They’d better be respectful after four years of registered- 
nursing.) 
Marion, Ohio, coming up. 
“This is where President 


Harding lived, Andy” . . . Who 
w as h e? ” . . . “He was President 
back in 1920.” . . . “W as he a good 
P resident?” . . . “H -m -m !” . . . 
Cogent question. 
“Well, you see, 
he . . 
We dig our toes into the 
conversational 
turf 
in 
a 
quick 
change of pace, suddenly realizing 
that, to a seven-year-old, it is a 
foregone conclusion that m erely to 
be an American President is of 
necessity to be good and great. 
Before the straight, sim ple think­ 
ing of childhood we squirm in adult 
ethical shame. 
“This w as President Harding's 
house. 
See the iron fence with the 
locked gate ? 
See the rambling 
front porch w ith its out-jutting 
circle like a natural rostrum ? This 
w as 
the 
scene 
of 
the 
Fam ous 
Front-Porch Campaign.” 
“W hat’s 
a 
Front-Porch ‘ Cam­ 
p aign ?” 
“W ell, you see . . .” 
But stroet- 
crossings flow faster than history. 
Here is the Harding Memorial. 
W orth spending a few m inutes to 
see. 
Indeed, one of the m ost beau­ 
tiful of all m emorials, we think, as 
we look into the circular interior 
w ith its mournful tree and its deep 
ground-cover of ivy; at the sincere 
lines of the columns; at the m assive, 
sim ple beauty of the gravestones. 
Strange, 
the 
shoddy, 
befuddled 
President; 
and this, 
his superb 
memorial. 
A quick sw ing to the southw est; 
into the tiny town of Richwood, 
presently. 
A som nolent exam ple 
of Am erican Inlandia; the kind of 
town whose gauche shabbiness is 
dear 
to 
the 
modern 
painters; 
whose architectural m onstrosities 
are covered now with the patina 
of charm one finds in an ugly an­ 
tique chair. 
The town is full • of 
red-faced, rough, friendly farm ers. 
One of them buys five packets of 
chew ing tobacco. 
From 'the win­ 
dow of a real estate office we learn 
that good Ohio farm land is selling 
for more than one hundred dollars 
per acre. 
A single farm is adver­ 
tised for sale at $60,000. 
Gosh, 
these farm s are industries! 
We 
look with new comprehension at 
the sunburned, expectorating entre­ 
preneurs of these food-factories.

The coal 
as Logue explains, shows definite 
characteristics of both anthracite 
and bituminous.

made showing an ash of 4.4 per 
cent, the lowest recordeed in this 
area, and a fusing point of 2,800 
degrees, m aking the coal virtually 
clinker-proof.
